Since such invasion talk Is In 
the air, and in fact hee all Europe 
tingling 
with 
invesionitls, 
this 
would seem to be a good time to 
answer a couple of questions that 
I’ve received from newspaper edi­ 
tors. 
They naturally reflect read­ 
er interest in this consuming sub­ 
ject. 
One editor wants to know why, 
lf the Allied air forces are able to 
do such enormous damage to Ham­ 
burg and other German 
cities, 
those same bombers can’t destroy 
the Hitlerite defenses over hun­ 
dreds of square 
miles on the 
French coast and thus pave the 
way for the landing of a great army 
in the immediate future without 
undue loss. 
Well, that certainly is a legiti­ 
mate query and it puts a finger 
on the basic tactics upon which 
the Allies will depend when they 
get ready for the great adventure 
across the English channel. 
The 
answer Is that the Anglo-American 
air navies in Europe could do the 
Job.

H 
AVING said this, however, it 
must be pointed out that up 
until recently neither the British 
nor 
the 
American 
fleets 
were 
strong enough for such an under­ 
taking—or to do round-the-clock, 
big-scale bombing of German cities, 
for that matter. 
I’d hate to have to record here 
how pitifully small the combined 
r Anglo-American fleet in England 
was a year ago. 
The admission 
of weakness can be made now 
that the crisis is passed. 
There have been other delaying 
factors. 
It has been essential to 
destroy Hitler’* w ar Industries as 
the sure and quick way of crippling 
bis army, which la his most pow­ 
erful weapon. This has called for 
the employment of all the bomb­ 
ing strength the Allies could mus­ 
ter. 
Also, before starting a big-scale 
Invasion of western France, it is 
essential that trans-Atlantic com­ 
munications be 
secure go that 
there be no stoppage in the flow 
of the mountainous supplies and 
reinforcements needed. This meant 
that the U-boat menace must be 
got in hand and that finally ap­ 
pears to hava been achieved. 
WE now presumably have suffi­ 
ciently large fleets of war­ 
planes so that the Allied high com­ 
mand can order bombardment of 
the French coast when the mo­ 
ment is right. 
The 
fall 
weather 
Is 
perhaps 
against 
invasion, 
but otherwise 
the time seems ideal, with the Ger­ 
mans racing against disaster in 
Russia. 
Could the western allies have 
staged invasion before this? Mos­ 
cow has felt that they could and 
that they were unduly cautious, 
but that’s a matter for the British 
and American high commands to 
decide. 
One thing Is certain: We dare 
not undertake the landing of an 
army until we are absolutely sure 
of our beach-heads. Failure would 
be catastrophic. 
The French coast will have to 
be 
blasted 
to 
smithereens 
by 
bombers and naval guns before we 
can get ahead with this most ti­ 
tanic and dangerous operation of 
its kind In the history of war. 
The other question submitted to 
this column asks why the Allies 
haven’t invaded Yugoslavia before 
this. 
The answer involves several 
factors. 
For 
one 
thing 
the 
Russians 
haven’t wanted an invasion of this 
territory, which they regard as 
their sphere of influence. 
The position may have changed 
In this respect, however, since the 
tri-partlte 
conference 
which de­ 
veloped suck friendly cooperation 
among the big three. 
STILL, as my questioner points 
out. this isn't the whole story. 
Another and very important rea­ 
son is that before Invading Yugo­ 
slavia the Allies had to have con­ 
trol of southern italy, with plenty 
of alr-fields from which to operate. 
And the fact is that the Anglo- 
American 
drivy 
up 
the 
Italian 
peninsula hasn t gone aa well as 
expected. 
The probabilities are. too, that 
the Allied command would want 
to be prepared to strike at other 
points In the Balkans simultane­ 
ously. 
This would involve ousting the 
Germans from the Aegean islands. 
It might mean the granting of 
liases to the Allies by the Turks. 
There’s 
considerable 
speculation 
whether the conference in Cairo 
between British Foreign Secretary 
Eden and Turkish Foreign Minier 
ter Menemencioglu may have been

LONDON, Nov. 9—Prime Minis­ 
ter Winston Churchill gravely pro­ 
claimed the “Impending ruin’’ of 
Germany today, bat with all the 
force of his leadership and lan­ 
guage warned that in his belief 
the Nazis’ defeat cannot come ba­ 
ter 1944. 
% 
He asserted aolemnly that the 
campaigns of next year may sur­ 
pass the tragedies of Waterloo and 
Gettysburg 
and 
that 
“unless 
some happy event occurs, on which 
we have no right to count, 1944 
will see the greatest sacrifice of 
the 
British and 
United 
States 
armies.’’ 
The valiant and brilliant Russian 
offensives have wrecked the Ger­ 
man war machine and Inflicted 
wounds 
“that 
well 
may 
prove 
fatal,” he declared. 
The British war premier assert­ 
ed that the back of the Nazi sub­ 
marine warfare has been broken 
and that the devastating air war 
upon the Reich has “been one of 
the prime forces in the Impending 
ruin of the Hitler regime.’’ 
8ays Hitler Has 400 Divisions 
In an address broadcast to the 
world, Churchill said, “I 
myself 
am proceeding on the assumption 
that the campaign of 
1944 in 
Europe will be the most severe 
and most costly to the Allies yet 
fought. 
“We must strain every nerve 
for its successful accomplishment. 
This is no time for relaxation.” 
Hitler still has 400 divisions, 
promises a desperate struggle and 
“we cannot exclude the possibility 
of new forms of attack upon this 
island,” Churchill ^warned in bls 
address at the inaugural luncheon 
o f rn m w lord mayor of London. 
He repeated later hi his address 
that “the year 1944 will see the 
ir a t e s t sacrifice of life of the 
British and American armies.” 
“This year 1944 is also election 
year in the United States,” Church 
111 said. “I am sure I speak for all 
those on both sides of the Atlantic 
when I say that I hope we can 
preserve that goodwill throughout 
the English speaking world and ald 
oar armies.” 
Pays Tribute To Hull 
Churchill declared, “We all have 
been cheered by the results of the 
Moscow conference.’’ He termed 
Secretary of State Hull “that gal 
lant old eagle of the strong wing’ 
and credited him with much of the

U.S. Destroys 
German Base 
Off Greenland

WASHINGTON, Nov. 9—Destruc­ 
tion of a German radio and weath­ 
er base on an island off the coast 
of Greenland was yeported today 
by Secretary of the Navy Knox. 
The small, hut well-constructed 
base, Knox said, indicated a plan 
to maintain it permanently. It in­ 
cluded 
a 
radio 
station, 
power 
house, emergency generator and 
radio transmitter, defensive ma­ 
chine gun emplacements and food 
supplies. A small supply ship an­ 
chored In the harbor had tele­ 
phone 
communications 
with 
all 
principal shore points. 
The German base, the second 
destroyed by American forces In 
the Greenland area, was discover­ 
ed 
by 
a 
United 
States 
army 
sledge patrol. 
The patrol was attacked by the 
Germans but managed to report 
its discovery, although two of its 
members were captured and 
third, Eli Knndseu, was killed. 
The Germans subsequently sent 
a force against a email hunting 
and weather station well above the 
Arctic circle manned only by 
handful of Danes armed with hunt­ 
ing rifles and pistols. The Ger­ 
mans attacked with machine guns 
in the darkness but most of the 
Danes escaped.

43 Nations Sign Accord

WASHINGTON. Nov. 9—Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt climaxed the sign­ 
ing of a United Nations relief 
agreement today with the declara­ 
tion that It, coupled with the re­ 
cent 
Moscow documents, 
shows 
“we mean business In this war In 
a political and humanitarian sense 
just as surely as we mean business 
in a military sense.” 
“It is one more strong link Join­ 
ing the United Nations in facing 
problems of mutual need and in­ 
terest,” he said at the conclusion 
of a White House ceremony in 
which representatives of 43 coun­ 
tries 
Joined 
with 
the 
United 
States in creating the United Na­ 
tions relief and rehabilitation ad­ 
ministration 
(UNRRA) 
to 
feed, 
clothe and revive war stricken na­ 
tions. 
Representatives of the 44 coun­ 
tries will go to Atlantic City Wed­ 
nesday for discussions on policies 
and practical means of accomplish­ 
ing their stupendous relief task. 
‘The 
sufferings of the 
little 
men and women who have been 
ground under the Axis heel," the 
President told his distinguished 
audience and several hundred of­ 
ficial guests, “can be relieved only 
if we utilize the production of all 
the world to balance the want of 
all the world. 
‘No one country could — or 
should—attempt to bear the bur 
den of meeting the vast relief 
needs—either in money or in sup 
plies.”

destroyed or badly damaged. 
Three German planes were de­

A school building was hit in the 
London outskirts, with a few per­ 
sons reported injured.

Nazis Plan To Dig In 
German prisoners reported 
anlmously that the Nazi command 
plans to dig in for the winter on a 
line anchored in the west along the 
Garlgliano river apd Auruncl moun­ 
tains, through the mountains near 
Mignano and across the Apennines 
to the Sangro river. 
The Fifth and Eighth armies al­ 
ready ars ramming against this 
UBS.

Two Magazines Destroyed 


At Army’s Jersey Plant

METUCHEN. N. J., Nov. 9 — A 
series of explosions at the army’s 
RariUn arsenal today waa reported 
at the plant to have deatroyed 
two magazines without killing or 
Injuring any employes. 
The reports wer eheard over 
radius of several miles. 
RariUn arsenal is an army manu­ 
facturing and shell loading plant. 
Col. Max A. Eiser Jr., commanding 
officer, said last August that it 
bad been employing 9,000 workers, 
moat of them civilians, but that be­ 
tween 2.500 and 3,000 of this number 
were being released because of 
“Improved conditions”. 
The arsenal Is on the bank of 
the Raritan river, south of Metuch 
en and about three miles west of 
Perth Amboy. 
The explosions continued over a 
period of possibly 30 minutes, but 
the arsenal asked no aid from the 
outside and there was no mobiliza­ 
tion of outside police, fire or civil 
tan defense forces. The arsenal 
has a sizeable fire department of 
its own. 
Person! in Perth Amboy esti­ 
mated there were between IO and 
20 separate detonations. 


Secretary of the Nary Knox de­ 
clared today the present situation 
In. the couth and southwest Pacific 
areae war ran ta the statement that

9—With American and British troops girding 
swiftly for an invasion of western Europe, the impraaaloa prevailed 
in London today that the hour for the second front promised by Mar­ 
shal Joseph Stalin has been advanced materially aa a result af 
the close military cooperation envisaged at the Mosoow conference.

ECOND thoughts o s tho implications of last 
Tuesdsy’s Republican victories la such key 
•pots as Nev Yofk end Kentucky turn less to 
what may happen In the future than what already 
(me occurred. 
Democrats, ae members of the party in power 
la Washington, have borne reeponslbllity for 
everything voter* resented about the national 
Administration. They almost lost their majority 
i i th* boose of representatives a year ago. They 
have sustained heavy losses In state elections, 
which resaltsd IU replacing a large majority of 
Democratic governors outside the solid couth 
with Republicans. They have lost control of aute 
legislatures. 
What happened last Tuesday In New York, 
Kentucky aud other tell-tale pieces merely con­ 
tinued an established trend away from the “ins” 
and toward the “outs". 
It was tbs same kind of a trend which began 
to oase Republicans oat of powor in 1930 end 
RUVO Democrats a virtual monopoly on political 
authority during the middle yeeru of the last 
decade. 
The dissolution of top-heavy political power 
Is a familiar phenomenon in American politics— 
th* eesenoe of the two-party system, it is being 
attravuted In the present instance by a strong 
current of dissatisfaction with management of 
domestic affaire In this . connection, It should bo 
remembered that the same curreat was diverted 
ta 1940 by the approach of war, thereby saving 
President Roosevelt, himself, from the necessity 
Of dealing with It In bls third term campaign. 
However, though spared from popular Judg­ 
ment on lls dsmeettc record ta 1940, the New 
Deal will have fopr years of now record to de­ 
fend la 1944. Politicians will try to make too 
much or too Uttto of the prospect, depending on 
what they are trying to prove, but tho oenteal 
CMI Ii loo plain to bo eohcealed. Democrats ar* 
hearing the price of party reeponslbllity. They 
arc no longer the party of promisee, attacking 
the Republicans, but tbs party of performance 
defending Itself from Its critics. 


League Of Nations 


Virginia’s Sen. Glass Becomes Latest To Propose 


it Be Salvaged To Maintain Peaoe After Tho War 


O 
NLY a few times during dis­ 
cussion of post-war plans to 
secure peace bas the League of 
Nations been mentioned. 
den. Taft of Ohio proposed it as 
the framework for world peace 
early in the senate debate on the 
Conn ally resolution. 
Following 
publication 
of 
the 
Isrms agreed on in the Moscow 
conference, Sen. Glass of Virginia, 
gpeaklng from his sick bed, as­ 
serted: 
"I 
hall 
the 
result 
of 
the 
Mosoow conference which, if lan­ 
guage means anything, plainly pro­ 
poses a League of Nations to 
maintain peace after the war." 
Though 
generally thought of 
now as out of existence, the 
League of Nations continues to 
function on a limited scale. 
The last meetings of the council 
and assembly of the League were 
held at Geneva In December, 1939.- 
At that tim* Its secretary-general 
and supervisory commission wsre 
granted emergency powers to ear­ 
ly on whatever activities proved 
possible during the Second World 
war—or, in plainer words, to mark 
tim#. 
When war operations in 1940 
threatened to cut off 8wltseriand 
from the rest of the world, the 
League staff was divided and Its 
spacial 
commissions 
moved 
to 
other countries. 
Today, some 80 persons carry on 
the League’s routine functions at 
Geneva. The economic, financial 
and transit sections operate from 
Princeton, N. J. 
League work with opium and su­ 
pervision of drugs is carried on in 
Washington. Other breaches are 
In Montreal and London. 
F 
ORTY-FIVE) nations are League 
members, 
including 
certain 
governments in exile. 
Their 
contributions 
provide 
the organisation's budget, which 
amounts to slightly more than two 
and a half million dollars this 
year. 
Great Britain pays ll percent of 
the total amount contributed for 
the work of the League. 
Sen. Glass supported the League 
of Nations when It was an Issue 
la the senate following the first 
war aud also was an advocate of 
the world court. 
The latter, though not function­ 
ing, has preserved its Identity. 
Its staff was transferred to Gen­ 
eva from The Hague, following 
Gorman occupation of Holland, and 
its Judges were continued in offioe 
without salary. 
A commute of American Bar 
anociation bas recommended con­ 
tinuation of the oourt "with such 
modifications of Its status as may 


be necessary to adopt It to new 
conditions." 
The League of Nations could re­ 
sume Its role as a world institu­ 
tion or Uke over virtually any 
function designated for it without 
fundamental 
alterations 
in 
Its 
structure. 
Its organisation is along the 
lines that admittedly must be fol­ 
lowed in any International Insti­ 
tute—an assembly representing all 
members, an executive body, and 
a secretarial, with an adminis­ 
trative director. 
The League headquarters, with 
an accumulation of reoorda and 
statistic* on a wide variety of 
subjects, stands ready to accom­ 
modate the same purposes desig­ 
nated for the organisation after 
the other war. 
Ae a political Institution, the 
League failed, thereby putting the 
burden of proof for its rehabilita­ 
tion on Its defenders. 
But the very fact of failure baa 
given the world a guiding exper­ 
ience; the League failed beqduse 
of certain incoherent wealcndsees 
which might be overcome. 
C 
ONTRARY to the slurs of poli­ 
ticians who tried to pin th* 
blame on the Republicans In the 
United States senate, there ie no 
reason to believe the League would 
have succeeded any better with 
the United States as a member. 
The fact is, It failed becauge it 
was used selfishly by certain mem­ 
bers to advance their narrow and 
axpedtent interests at a time when 
they needed to be concerned with 
the possibilities of collective action 
to avert war. 
If th# League were to be elim­ 
inated from post-war plans, the 
same 
difficulties 
would 
beset 
whatever organisation might be 
devised to secure peace. 
Furthermore, there is every rea­ 
son to believe the steps would lead 
In the same direction whlob finally 
led to the organisation at Geneva. 
While the first post-war organi­ 
sations might tend to be regional. 
rather than universal in scope, 
ultimately there would be some 
kind of international organisation. 
Last July, the League of Na­ 
tions 
association 
authorised 
a 
committee of experts to make "an 
Intensive 
study 
looking 
toward 
the 
Utilisation 
of 
knowledge 
gained 
by 
League 
agencies 
as 
well as the place of the League 
Itself in any plans for a post-war 
world.” 
Plainly, the connection between 
present plana for post-war organi­ 
sation and the organisation al­ 
ready In ixlstenoe to serve the 
purpose is too plain to be over­ 
looked.

There’s Nothing New 
WAR bas stimulated the art of 
transporting commodities with­ 
out wheels, wings or hulls, says 
Wall Street Journal In an article 
about pipelines.

Minoa, priest king of Crete, laid 
pipe from springs In the neighbor­ 
ing hills to foot baths and drinking 
fountains in his place St Knossos. 
Early settler* In America built 
pipelines of hollowed cedar logs.

today are

factor In Industrial and military 
success. 
Recent approval of a 1.200-mile 
gas line from Corpus Christi, Tex., 
to Cornwall Station, W. Va., will 
add capacity of 200 millions cubic 
feet a day to the gas supply and 
will use more than 200,000 tons of 
steel. 
"Though exact war figures are 
secret, the United States now has 
probably more than 330,000 miles 
of petroleum end natural gee pipe­ 
lines,” the Journal states.

f N THE closer relationship with Russia reached 
In the Moscow conference, claims of German 
casualties made In Marshal Stalin's official re­ 
sume must be given more serious consideration 
than formerly, despite their almost Incredible 
proportions — 5,000,000 dead and approximately 
i,OOO,OOO wounded. 
These totals, lf accepted at face value, or even 
At half their face value, would Indicate Imminent 
German collapse, despite official assurance by 
spokesmen for our own government that the Ger­ 
man army has nearly three time! aa many com­ 
bat divisions In the field now as It had at the be­ 
ginning of the war—a total of 300 today. IOO In 
1939. 
Taking 15,000 as the strength of a division, 
one must conclude that the Russians have wipwi 
out In fatal casualties alone more Germans than 
our own military experts claim is their total cur­ 
rent strength. It Is possible that replacements 
could account for this apparent discrepancy. 
But In the meantime, It would be helpful to know 
whether Russia, itself, has an explanation. Its 
casualty claim*, much aa the other United Na­ 
tions would like to believe them, tax credibility.

WASHINGTON—Although Ameri­ 
can consumers are riding a 
record high wave of spending, they 
are socking into savings billions 
of dollars more than they ever 
eaved in the history of this rich 
country. 
The department of commerce 
estimates that the savings of in­ 
dividuals this year will run close 
to 36 billion dollars. 
(Income for 1948 to figured at 114 
billions and consumer expenditures 
at 90 billions.) 
Individual savings 
amounted to 26.9 billions in 1942 
and 13.6 billions in 1941. 
Never before 1941 did the an­ 
nual savings exceed IO billions. 
Tho average for tbe previous dec­ 
ade was less than five billions. 
Government 
economists 
figure 
that from 85 to 45 btlllon dollars 
in Individuals' savings of currency, 
hank 
deposits 
and 
government 
bonds are owned by consumers 
with incomes of less than 910,000 
a year. 
Blues the below-110.000 group 
constitutes the hulk of the market 
for goods and services, these sav­ 
ings provide a huge reservoir of 
purchasing power in addition to in­ 
come earned after the war. 


This reservoir can turn out to 
he either a powerful bulwark for 
poet-war prosperity or a powder 
keg of inflation. 
IF business to able to expand pro­ 
duction and keep employment 
levels fairly high after tbe war, 
this reservoir of purohaelng power 
can benefit consumer* aa well aa 
producers. 
The resulting wages and other

would provide buying power for a 
large volume of goods without 
dipping heavily into savings. 
There to danger, however, that 
because of these expendable re­

They begin by gathering all the 
mail destined to lear* during one 
of the five regular dispatch** sent 
from the city daily and sorting this 
mall on a large table eo rapidly 
that the untrained eye barely oan 
follow tho process. 
Special Slot For Them 
Given first attention are the let- 
$ tors to servicemen (distinguishable 
because they SHOULD be in the 
“military mall” slot, though 50 per­ 
cent of the letter*wrlting public de­ 
lay* servicemen’* letters by putting 
them in the wrong slot) together 
with the air and V-mail letters. 
Next process is "aaaing” which 
means simply this! 
Lined up In front of the dis­ 
patcher is a wall full of holes. 
141*80 holes are labeled with the 
names of states, large cities, fleet 
postoffice*, military 
mall areas 
and similar subdivision* which In­ 
clude, one way or another, all the 
spots on tbs glob* your letter 
could possibly be headed for. 
Heavy Mail To 40 Camps 
More than 40 camps get so much 
mall from here that they have 
separate slots for themselves and 
claim a "direct tle-out” Instead of 
1 
tho letters getting to them by 
states or near-by cities. 
Your letter pops into the right 
slot and waits until all th* mall Is 
i 
“cased"—then 
it Is 
sub-divided 
again, lf further break-downs are 
listed for that particular area to 
which It Is beaded. 
It takes a dispatcher from two 
to five years to learn to do this 
“casing’’ quickly and correctly! 
There are three hlghly-akilled 
dispatchers on regular duty at the 
local postoffice plus two who help 
out in "rush periods”. 
(The three regular dispatchers 
. ate R. L. Bhattenberg. Louis Huns 
and Theodora Burke. Tho two "ex­ 
tras" are Virgil Klrkbrlde and 
Willis Head)*.) 
So your letter now reposes with 
many others headed for the same 
general area or perhaps tho aam# 
camp in a little wooden “oaeer 
Fingers Fairly Fly 
A* the time for shipping the 
mail bags out draws closer, the dis­ 
patcher’s fingers fairly fly. 
He takes all the mail In one par­ 
ticular case and rapidly chooses 
th* one with the most legible 
“face" or address. 
Over this he places a small 
brown slip on which Is printed 
the destination of the packet of 
letters and the words "fr. Batt Liv­ 
erpool, Ohio” plus a stamp carry­ 
ing his own name. 
The letters and the destination 
slip ara tied together quickly, with 
heavy twine, the strings deftly 
snipped oft la what seems one .con­ 
tinuous motion and the package, 
containing your letter, goes sailing 
into a large canvass pouch marked 
importantly, “U.S. Mail”. 
Becomes Military Property 
From there It Is loaded onto a 
truck and driven to the nearest 
train connection whence It arrives 
at th* comp. 
But the Journey la not over yet 
—and your soldier Is still hopefully 
hanging around the "P.X.” watting 
, for his letter. 
When the letter does reach th* 
camp It abruptly becomes th* prop­ 
erty of th* post military authorities 
and is no longar the responsibility 
of the U.S. or Bast Liverpool post 
office. 
Postoffice authorities stress this 
point ae the letter often has many 
mishaps when it becomes post or 
camp property for whisk the local 
postoffice is hlamsd. 
Thsre the letters are tamped 
into the camp poatofflce where the 
mell clerks sort them as to com 
pony and the moil orderlies dis 
tribute them on regular rounds. 
Finally-—at long last—the bugle 
blowg that aweetest of sounds and 
another day’s mail call fades Into 
history. 
•em s Tips Per Heme Pelks 
Persons who write to servicemen 
should 
remember 
th# 
following 
“tips’’ from the postoffice worker* 
themselves: 
MILITARY postv and camps de 
not dellvor special delivery letters 
upon receipt as civilian postoffice* 
do.LETTERS to servicemen In air­ 
mail eavelopes but with 8-cent 
hi amp* will be returned and their 
transit held up for days. Even if 
the 
words "via air mall” are 
scratched out, a 8-cent stamp is re­ 
quired. 
AIR MAIL V-letters to overseas 
troops are sent by plane only to 
the point of embarkation. From 
there they are shipped by whatever 
method Is available. 
‘Special Handling’ Available 
SENDERS vrho happen to know 
th* exact overseas locstion of their 
men will have to psy the regular 
postage rstes to that country if 
they address thalr mail to the 
specific country. 
PACKAGES sent to servicemen 
will get hest attention lf they are 
marked “special handling ”,

PUT DACK IN BILL 


Levy Again Raised To SIO 
A Gallon By Homa Unit 


By TD* A M*e I* t*S PVM*. 
WASHINGTON, Not. ft—Revers­ 
ing itself again, the house ways 
and means committee decided Mon­ 
day to increase the liquor tax to 
BIO a gallon, which would amount 
to 12.5 cents a drink tor IOO proof 
liquor when figuring IO drinks to 
the gallon. 
The present spirit tax is ll. The 
committee previously bad jumped 
the tax to BIO, hack-tracked to IS 
and now has put it hack to HO. 
By the latest action, meaning an 
increase of Oft! percent, the reve­ 
nue in the new tax hill was boosted 
by about $843,000,000 to approxi­ 
mately $2,250,000.000—80 percent 
short of the administration request 
for 210.500,000,000. 
The committee expects to report 
the hill to the house later this 
week. 
Rep. Ceiler (D) of New York 
served notice that the 210 liquor 
tax will run into a battle on the 
house floor, declaring ftucb a levy 
would mean "the return of boot­ 
legging. hi jacking, 
bathtub gin 
and strawberry-flavored hair ton­ 
ic.” 
A ways and means member said 
the committee, in its new notion, 
apparently took the position that 
all the dwindling liquor supplies 
will be consumed regardless of 
the size of the tax. 
The Committee made no other 
changes in the previously-boosted 
excises on so-called luxuries. 
There are indications, however, 
that the higher postal rate* may 
be revised further. Members re­ 
ported they are receiving numer­ 
ous protests against various postal 
increases.

He reiterated his old charge that 
Britain was, the prime mover in 
the war and invoked the Bolsbe 
vlst bogey, saying "whatever sac­ 
rifices we have to bear now, they 
are not to be compared with what 
we would have to bear if we lost 
this war." 
H itler said of the fighting in 
Italy that "the storm to Brsnagr 
(Brenner pass In northern Italy 
next to eouthern Germany) has 
become a snail offensive far to the 
south of Rome. 
(The Allies are reported less 
than 75 miles south of Rome.) "It 
will have to pay Its toll of blood 
— and that is according to our 
plans." 
He declared that "every new 
landing Italy will force the Al­ 
lies to employ additional tonnage 
and split up their forces and 
wherever a landing occurs it will 
meet with German resistance." 
Hitler said he was happy that 
his friend, Benito Mussolini, had 
been "rescued” from Allied hands, 
declaring that Mussolini "had done 
everything to make his people 
great, strong and happy and, in 
addition, let them participate in 
the big decision." 
"The Italian collapse,” he went 
on, "cannot he without repercus­ 
sions on war developments. But 
the hopes of our opponents are in 
vain. Nothing of what they ex­ 
pected hoe happened, nor will It 
happen."

COLUMBUS, Nov. 9—Poor relief 
dropped to its lowest recorded 
level in Ohio last month, largely 
as a result of wartime employ 
ment.

showed only 12,900 cases aided in 
October, less than half the 26,030 
for the same month last year and 
42.020 in October, 1941. The peak 
poor relief case load was 122,186 
at a cost of 12,500,000 in February, 
1940. 
Mooney estimated costs for the 
first IO months of this year at 
#5,725,118, a 44.3 percent decrlase 
from the 110,274,384 for the com­ 
parable 1942 period, and a 90 pen- 
cent drop under the record high 
of five years ago. 
"The rolls now largely are com 
posed of persons who cannot work 
for reasons of physical disability 
and also contain cases of depen­ 
dency where care of minor chil- 
dren 
p r e v e n t s 
employment," 
Mooney explained.
